“DONNA LEE SUPREME” 


A lovely salmon pink ...sport of Pink Spectrum. Su- 
preme in habit of growth and color. Flowers are large, 
full...excellent substance. Stems are long, sufficiently 
strong to support the flower. Highest productivity of all 
the Spectrums. Does not become grassy in the Spring. 
Growth is extremely vigorous, clean, not too bushy, and 
permits closer planting. It has supplanted Pink Spectrum 
in the Denver area. 

Donna Lee Supreme won many awards at the American 
Carnation Society Show in Chicago, 1947. License to 
grow Donna Lee Supreme expires January 1, 1949 in 
Denver area, thus there will be no license issued with 
the sale of cuttings in 1948.

Dark Pink Varieties 


DIRIGO. Fine, dark-pink, large and well-formed flowers 
are produced in abundance. Long sturdy stems. (Stems 
are inclined to be slightly crooked.) Production is good.

DARK PINK VIRGINIA, A beautiful dark pink sport 
of Virginia—very popular. Similar to the parent in every 
respect except color. Flowers have a tendency to fade 
uniformly around the edges of the petals in late Spring 
and Summer.

A prolific, dark pink 
sport of Peter Fisher. Flowers are medium size during 
winter months, improving in quality and size in the 
Spring.

Flower is large, full centered— 
stems of medium length. Some splitting occurs on first 
Fall flowers. Elitch has none of the faults of either par- 
ent. Possesses excellent keeping and shipping qualities. 
It is clean, vigorous, rapid grower—producing a return 
crop in a short time, even from low hard cuts. (Best re- 
sults are obtained by cutting it low.) 

Elitch fills a definite need for a fine, medium-pink, com- 
mercial carnation. Sale of cuttings is restricted under 
growers agreement until January 2, 1950.

White Varieties 


PATRICIAN. (Weirich Selection) A definite improve- 
ment over original Patrician, Flowers are larger if 
produced on longer stems, especially in early Fall. This 
selection of Patrician won the Gold Medal and Sweep- 
stakes at the American Carnation Society Exhibition in 
Chicago in 1947. Our supply is limited.

Stems 
are long and sturdy. Keeping quality is excellent. Some 
splitting occurs. Plants are bushy and production about 
average.

Flesh-pink 
flowers, medium to large, are full and well formed. Split- 
ting occurs briefly on first cutting. Stems are of medium 
length. Exhibits a tendency toward grassy growth in 
Spring. A heavy producer; an excellent keeper and 
shipper.

HERCULES VIRGINIA, A fine light-pink sport of 
Virginia. Color is identical to the parent. Production is 
steady. Stems are very stiff and though rather short early 
in the season—reach good length about December. Never 
crops.

Flowers open rapidly, even during 
the winter months. An excellent variety to carry over.

—and type of stem as parent, but a better producer. Like 
all Virginias, an excellent keeper, less susceptible to 
fading in the Spring.

A fine pro- 
ducer ... excellent keeper. Plants are not too bushy, per- 
mitting closer planting.

A rapid grower, good producer—stems of 
good substance. This selection is free of grassy, wild 
peraas the Spring. Some splitting occurs, usually in 
the Fall.

Some splitting 
occurs. Obtain best flower color by growing at low nitro- 
gen and high potash levels.

Root Stimulating Moraes 


The majority of the carnation growers in the Denver 
area use one of these rooting hormones for treating car- 
nation cuttings. 
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Naph-R-MonE—$3. A naphthalene acetic acid product, 
sufficient to treat 8,000 to 10,000 cuttings. Dilute con- 
tents of bottle in 1 gallon of water. Soak bottom inch of 
cuttings for 2 to 3 minutes in diluted solution. Insert 
immediately in propagating medium. 


Oliner’s Speed Root No. 11—$3. An indolebutyric acid 
product, sufficient to treat 8,000 to 10,000 cuttings. Dilute 
‘contents of bottle in 1 gallon of water. Soak bottom inch 
of cuttings for approximately 6 hours in diluted solution. 
Insert immediately in propagating medium.
